12V2 
ins... from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Divide for fronts and back — Next row — Patt 51 
(53-56-59-62-63), cast off 13 (15-15-21-21-25) sts, patt 
101 (105-111-117-123-125), castoff 13 (15-15-21-21-25) 
sts, patt to end. 

Keeping patt correct, cont on last 51 (53-56-59-62-63) sts 

for Left Front. 

Dec at armhole edge in alt rows 6 (8-8-11-1 1-12) times, AT 
SAME TIME dec at front edge in 2nd and foil 4th rows 14 
(12-15-13-18-17) times in all, then in foil 6th row/s 1 
(3-1-3-0-1) time/s ... 30 (30-32-32-33-33) sts. 

Work 5 (5-5-5-3-5) rows. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 10 (10-11-11-11-11) sts at 
beg of next row and foil alt row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Join yarn to next 101 (105-111-117-123-125) sts for Back. 


1 pair each 3.75 (No 9) and 3.00 (No 11) Milward or Patons 
Beehive Knitting Needles; Milward Tapestry Needle for 
sewing seams; 7 Buttons. 


Keeping patt correct, dec at each end of alt rows until 89 
(89-95-95-101-101) sts rem. 

Work 53 (53-53-51-51 -53) rows. 


TENSION — 29 sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width 
over patt. 

ABBREVIATIONS —See page 14 


Shape shoulders — Cast off 10 (10-11-11-11-11) sts at 
beg of next 4 rows, then 10 (10-10-10-11-11) sts at beg of 
foil 2 rows. Cast off rem sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts and work Right Front to correspond 
with Left Front. 


FIRST — Check your tension. 

CARDIGAN (Worked in one piece to underarm). Using 
3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 230 (242-254-278-290-302) 
sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 11 times, dec in last row ... 229 
(241-253-277-289-301) sts. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

1st row — K1, * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, K2 tog, y fwd, K1, 
rep from * to end. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — As 1 st row. 

5th row — As 1 st row. 

7th row — K2, * y fwd, si 1, K2 tog, psso, y fwd, K3, rep 
from * to end, ending last rep K2. 

9th row — K1, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, 
rep from * to end. 

11th row K2 tog, * y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K2 tog, psso, rep 
from * to last 5 sts, y fwd, K3, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso. 

12th row — Purl. 


LONG SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 54 
(54-54-54-62-62) sts. 

Work 24 rows rib as for Cardigan, inc (inc- 
inc-inc-dec-dec) in last row... 55 (55-55-55-61 -61) sts. 
Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work 4 rows patt as for Cardigan. 

Keeping patt correct, inc at each end of next and foil 6th 
(4th-4th-4th-4th-4th) rows until there are 79 (59- 
71-89-89-101) sts, then in foil 8th (6th-6th-6th-6th-6th) 
rows until there are 89 (93-97-103-107-111) sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 43 cm ... 17 ins ... from beg, 
ending with a purl row. 

Shape top — Cast off 3 (3-3-5-5-5) sts at beg of next 2 
rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows until 59 
(63-71-71-79-83) sts rem, then in every row until 21 sts 
rem. Cast off. 

SHORT SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 
86 (90-90-98-102-110) sts. 

Work 12 rows rib as for Cardigan dec (inc- 
inc-dec-inc-dec) in last row... 85 (91-91-97-1 03-109) sts. 

(continued on next page 
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Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work in patt as for Cardigan, inc at each end of 5th and foil 
4th rows 2 (1-3-3-2-1) time/s in all. 

Work 5 (9-1-1-5-9) rows. 

Shape top — as for Long Sleeves. 

FRONT BAND. Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 11 sts. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to lastst, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows once. 

** 5th row — Rib 5, cast off 2 sts, rib 4. 


6th row — Rib 4, cast on 2 sts, rib 5. 

Rib 18 rows **. 

Rep from ** to ** 5 times, then buttonhole rows once ... 7 
buttonholes. 

Cont without further buttonholes until band is long enough 
(slightly stretched) to fit along fronts and across back 
neck. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, 
press lightly. Using back-stitch, join sleeve seams. 
Sew in sleeves. Sew on front band and buttons. Press 
seams.

BACK. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 106 
(114-122-130-138-146) sts. 

1st row — K2, * P2, K2, rep from * to end. 

2nd row — P2, * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 11 times. 

Change to 4.00 (No 8) Needles. 

** 1st row — KIM, * K5M, K1C1, K2M, rep from * to last 
st, K1M. 

2nd row — PI M, * P2M, PI Cl, P5M, rep from * to last st, 
P1M. 

3rd row — KIM, * K4M, K1 Cl, K3M, rep from * to last st, 
KIM. 

4th row — PI M, * P4M, PI Cl, P3M, rep from * to last st, 
P1M. 


5th row — KIM,* K2M, K1 Cl, K5M, rep from * to last st, 
KIM. 

6th row — PI Cl, * PI Cl, P1M, P4C1, P1M, PI Cl, rep 
from * to lastst, PI Cl. 

7th row — K1C1, * K1C1, KIM, K4C1, KIM, K1C1, rep 
from * to last st, K1C1. 

8th row — As 6th row. 

9th row — K1 Cl, * K2M, K6C1, rep from * to last st, K1M. 
10th row — PI M, * P6C1, P2M, rep from * to last st, PI Cl. 

11th row — K1M, * K1M, K6C1, K1M, rep from * to last st, 
KIM. 

12th row — PI M, * P2M, P6C1, rep from * to last st, PI M. 
13th row — KIM, * K3M, K1C1, KIM, K1C1, K2M, rep 
from * to lastst, KIM. 

14th row — PI M, * P2M, P1C1, P1M, P1C1, P3M, rep 
from * to last st, P1M. ** 

Rep from ** to ** once. 

Rep from * * to * * once, using C2 in place of Cl. 

These 42 rows form patt. 

Cont in patt until work measures 24 cm from beg, working 
last row on wrong side. * * * 

Shape armholes — Keeping patt correct, cast off 6 
(7-8-9-10-11) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Dec at each end of next and alt rows unitl 84 
(86-90-92-96-98) sts rem. 

Work 55 (53-51-49-47-45) rows. 

Shape shoulders — Cast off 9 (10-10-11-11-11) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, then 10 (10-10-10-10-11) sts at beg of 
foil 2 rows. 

Cast of rem sts. 

FRONT. Work as for Back to * * *. 

Shape armholes and neck — Keeping patt correct, cast 
off 6 (7-8-9-10-11) sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Next row — K2 tog, patt 45 (48-51-54-57-60), turn. 

Cont on these 46 (49-52-55-58-61) sts, dec at each end of 
alt rows until 38 (37-38-37-38-37) sts rem. 
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Dec at neck edge only in alt rows until 26 (28-26-28-26-28) 
sts rem, then in foil 4th rows until 19 (20-20-21-21-22) sts 
rem. 

Work 3 rows. 

Shape shoulder — Cast off 9 ( 1 0-10- 11 -11 - 11 ) sts at beg 
of next row. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off. 

Join yarn to rem sts and work other side to correspond. 

NECKBAND. Using back-stitch join shoulder seams. With 
right side facing, using set of 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, 
beg at left shoulder seam, knit up 65 (69-69-69-69-73) sts 
evenly along left side of neck, 65 (69-69-69-69-73) sts 
evenly along right side of neck and 46 (46-50-50-54-54) 
sts across back of neck. 


1st round — * K2, P2, rep from * to end. 

2nd round — Rib to within 1 st of 2 centre sts, K2 tog, sll, 
K1, psso, rib to end. 

Rep last round 12 times. 

Cast off in rib. 

ARMHOLE BANDS. With right side facing, using 3.00 (No 
11) Needles and M, knit up 102 (106-106-110-1 1 0-114) sts 
evenly along armhole edge. 

Work 13 rows rib as for Back, beg with a 2nd row. 

Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch , join side seams. Press seams.

FIRST — Check your tension. 

BACK. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 121 
(127-133-145-151-157) sts. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2 nd row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 11 times. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. ** 

1st row — K1, * y fwd, si 1, KJ, psso, K1, K2 tog, y fwd, K1, 
rep from * to end. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K1 ,* y fwd, K1, si 1, K2 tog, psso, K1, y fwd, K1, 
rep from * to end. 

5th row — K1, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, 
rep from * to end. 


7th row — K2 tog, * (K1, y fwd) twice, K1, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso, rep from * to last 5 sts, (K1, y fwd) twice, K1, si 1, K1, 
psso. 

8th row — As 2nd row. 

Rep rows 1 to 8 incl until work measures 29 cm ... 11V 2 ins 
... from beg, ending with a 2nd row. 

Shape raglan — Keeping patt correct, cast off 3 sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 

3rd row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt to last 3 sts, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso. 

4th row — Purl. 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows 4 (5-6-8-9-10) times, then 3rd row 
once ... 97 (99-103-109-111-115) sts. 

Shape back (NOTE — When turning, bring yarn to front of 
work, slip next st on to right-hand needle, y bk, slip st back 
on to left-hand needle, then turn and proceed as 
instructed, this avoids holes in your work). 

1st row —P37, turn. 

2nd and alt rows — Patt to last 3 sts, si 1, K2 tog, psso. 

3rd row — P27, turn. 

5th row —PI 7, turn. 

7th row —P7, turn. 

9th row — Purl across all sts. 

10th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 34, turn. 

11th and alt rows — Purl to end. 

12th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 24, turn. 

14th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 14, turn. 

16th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 4, turn. 

17th row — Purl to end ... 85 (87-91 -97-99-103) sts. 

Leave rem sts on a stitch-holder. 

LEFT FRONT. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 61 
(63-67-73-75-79) sts. 

Work as for Back to * *, B and E only — inc in centre of last 
row... 61 (64-67-73-76-79) sts. *** 

(continued on next page. 
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A, C, D and F only — Work in patt as for Back until work 
measures same as Back to underarm, ending with a 2nd 
row. 

B and E only — 1st row — K1, * y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, 
K2 tog, y fwd, K1, rep from * to last 3 sts, y fwd, si 1, K1, 
psso, K1. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K1, * y fwd, K1, sll, K2 tog, psso, K1, y fwd, 
K1, rep from * to last 3 sts, y fwd, K1, si 1, K1, psso. 

5th row — K1, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, K1, 
rep from * to last 3 sts, K2 tog, y fwd, K1. 

7th row — K2 tog, * (K1, y fwd) twice, K1, sll, K2 tog, 
psso, rep from * to last 2 sts, K1, y fwd, K1. 

8th row —Purl. 

Rep rows 1 to 8 incl until work measures same as Back to 
underarm, ending with a 2nd row. 

All Sizes — Shape raglan — Keeping patt correct, cast off 
3 sts at beg of next row. 

2nd row — Purl. 

3rd row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt to end. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 0 (1-2-4-5-6) time/s, then 2nd row 
once ... 56 (58-59-62-64-65) sts. 

Shape front — 1st row — S11. K2 tog, psso, patt 36, turn. 
2nd and alt rows — Purl to end. 

3rd row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 32, turn. 

5th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 28, turn. 

7th row — Sll, K2 tog, psso, patt 24, turn. 

9th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 20, turn. 

11th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 16, turn. 

13th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 12, turn. 

15th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 8, turn. 

17th row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt 4, turn. 

18th row — Purl to end ... 43 (44-46-49-50-52) sts. 

Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

RIGHT FRONT. Work as for Left-Front to * * *. 

A, C, D and F only — Work in patt as for Back until work 
measures same as Back to underarm, ending with a 3rd 
row. 

B and E only — 1st row — K1, K2 tog, y fwd, K1, * y fwd, 
si 1, K1, psso, K1, K2 tog, y fwd, K1, rep from * to end. 

2nd and alt rows — Purl. 

3rd row — K2 tog, K1, y fwd, K1, * y fwd, K1, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso, K1, y fwd, K1, rep from * to end. 

5th row — K1, y fwd, sll, K1, psso, K1, * K2 tog, y fwd, K1, 
y fwd, si 1 K1, psso, K1, rep from * to end. 

7th row — K1, y fwd, K1, * si 1, K2 tog, psso, (K1, y fwd) 
twice, K1, rep from * to last 2 sts si 1, K1, psso. 

8th row — Purl. 

Rep rows 1 to 8 incl until work measures same as Back to 
underarm, ending with a 3rd row. 

All Sizes — Shape raglan — Keeping patt correct, cast off 
3 sts at beg of next row. 

2nd row — Patt to last 3 sts, si 1, K2 tog, psso. 

B, C, D, E and F only — 3rd row — Purl. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows (0-1-3-4-5) time/s, then 2nd row 
once. 

All Sizes — Shape front — 1st row — P39, turn. 

2nd and alt rows — Patt to last 3 sts, si 1, K2 tog, psso. 


3rd row —P35, turn. 

5th row —P31, turn. 

7th row — P27, turn. 

9th row — P23, turn. 

11 th row — PI 9, turn. 

13th row — PI 5, turn. 

15th row — P11, turn. 

17th row — P7, turn. 

19th row — Purl across all sts... 43 (44-46-49-50-52) sts. 
Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

SLEEVES. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 61 
(61-61-67-67-67) sts. 

Work 24 rows rib as for Back. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Work 4 rows patt as for Back. 

Keeping patt correct, inc at each end of next and foil 8th 
(6th-6th-4th-4th-4th) rows until there are 87 (83- 
99-73-91-109) sts, then in foil 10th (8th-8th-6th-6th-6th) 
rows until there are 91 (97-103-109-115-121) sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 43 cm ... 17 ins ... from beg, 
ending with a 6th (2nd-6th-6th-2nd-6th) row. 

Shape raglan — Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

3rd row — S11, K2 tog, psso, patt to last 3 sts, si 1, K2 tog, 
psso. 

4th row — Purl. 

Rep 3rd and 4th rows 9 (10-11-13-14-15) times ... 55 
(57-61-61-63-67) sts. 

Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

YOKE. With right side facing, slip sts on to Circular Needle 
in foil order — Right Front, Sleeve, Back, Sleeve, Left 
Front. NOTE — A circular needle is recommended to 
accommodate the large number of sts. Do not join. Work in 
rows. 

Knit 1 row, dec (inc-dec-dec-inc-dec) 2 sts evenly across 
row ... 279 (291-303-315-327-339) sts. 

Work patt. 

1 st row (wrong side) — K1, * PI, K4, P3, K4, rep from * to 
last2sts, PI, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * K1, P4, yon, si 1, K2 tog, psso, yrn, P4, 
rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

3rd row — As 1 st row. 

4th row — K1, * K1, P4, K1, y fwd, si 1, K1, psso, P4, rep 
from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

5th row — As 1 st row. 

6 th row — K1, * K1, P4, K3, P4, rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 
Rep rows 1 to 6 incl twice. 

Next row — K1, * PI, K1, K2 tog, K1, P3, K1, K2 tog, K1, 
rep from *'to last 2 sts, PI, K1 ... 233 (243-253- 
263-273-283) sts. 

Keeping patt correct, work 17 rows. 

Next row — K1, * PI, K1, K2 tog, P3, K1, K2 tog, rep from 
* to last 2 sts, PI, K1 ... 187 (195-203-211-219-227) sts. 
Keeping patt correct, work 12 rows. 

Next row — K2, * P2 tog, ybk, si 1, K2 tog, psso, P2 tog, 
K1, rep from * to last st, K1 ... 95 (99-103-111-119-123) 
sts. 

Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

LEFT FRONT BAND. Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles, cast on 
13 sts. 
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1st row — K2, (PI, K1) 5 times, K1. 

2nd row —K1, (PI, K1) 6times. ** 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 86 times. 

Leave sts on a stitch-holder. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND. Work as for Left Front Band to **. 
Rep 1 st and 2nd rows once. 

*** 5th row — Rib 6, cast off 2 sts, rib 5. 

6th row — Rib 5, cast on 2 sts, rib 6. 

Rep 1 st and 2nd rows 10 times. * * * 

Rep from ***to***6 times, then 5th and 6th rows once ... 
8 buttonholes. 

Rib 15 rows. 

Leave sts on needle — do not break off yarn. 


NECKBAND. Using back-stitch, sew on front bands. 

With right side facing, using 3.00 (No 11) Needle holding 
right front band sts, knit across sts from yoke stitch-holder, 
then rib across left front band sts ... 121 (125- 
129-137-145-149) sts. 

1st row — K1, * PI, K1, rep from * to end. 

Work 12 rows rib, working a buttonhole (as before) in 21st 
and 22nd rows from previous buttonhole. 

Cast off in rib. 


MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press 
lightly. Using back-stitch, join side, sleeve and underarm 
seams. Sew on buttons. Press seams.

**Work 12 rows stocking st. 

Change to 3.75 (No 9) Needles. 

Next row — K1, * y fwd, K2 tog, rep from * to end. 

Next row — Purl 

Work 10 rows stocking st **. 

Work patt — * * * 1st row — * K6, K2 tog, y fwd, K6, rep 
from * to last st, K1. 


2nd and alt rows — Purl.

24) sts, patt to end. 

Cont on last 47 (50 - 52 - 53 - 56 - 59) sts for Left Front. 

Keeping patt correct, dec at armhole edge in alt rows 7 (8 - 
9-9-10-12) times, AT SAME TIME dec at front edge in 
2nd and foil 4th rows 15 (15 - 16 -16 - 1 7 -17) times in all 
... 25 (27 - 27 - 28 - 29 - 29) sts 
Work 3 (7 - 3 - 7 - 3 - 3) rows. 

Shape shoulder — Keeping patt correct, cast off 8(9-9- 
9-10-10) sts at beg of next row and foil alt rows. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Join yarn to next 93 (99 - 103 - 105 - 111 - 117) sts for 
Back. 

Keeping patt correct, dec at each end of alt rows until 79 
(83- 85 -87 - 91 - 93) sts rem. 

Work 47 (49 - 47 - 51 - 49 - 49) rows. 


Shape shoulders — Cast off 8 (9 - 9 - 9 - 10 - 10) sts at 
beg of next 4 rows, then 9 (9 - 9 - 10 - 9 - 9) sts at beg of foil 
2 rows. Cast off rem sts. 

Join yarn to rem sts and work Right Front to correspond 
with Left Front. 

SLEEVES — Using 3.75 (No 9) Needles and M, cast on 
59 sts. 

Work 24 rows rib as for Vest 

Work in patt as for Vest inc at each end of 5th and foil 6th 
(6th - 4th - 4th - 4th - 4th) rows until there are 71 (87 - 69 - 
81 - 95 -107) sts, A, B, C, D and E only— then in foil 8th 
(8th - 6th - 6th - 6th) rows until there are 87 (91 - 95 - 99 - 
103) sts. 

Cont until side edge measures 43 cm .... 17 ins ... from 
beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Shape top — Cast off 3 (4 - 5 - 5 - 6 - 6) sts at beg of next 
2 rows, dec at each end of next and alt rows until 55 (55 - 
59 - 63 - 67 - 71) sts rem, then in every row until 17 sts 
rem. Cast off. 

FRONT BAND — Using back-stitch, join shoulder seams. 
Using 3.00 (No 11) Needles and M, cast on 13 sts. 

1st row — K2, * PI, K1, rep from * to last st, K1. 

2nd row — K1, * PI, K1, re'p from * to end. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows once. 

5th row — Rib 6, cast off 2 sts, rib 5. 

6th row — Rib 5, cast on 2 sts, rib 6. 

Rep 1st and 2nd rows 11 times. 

Rep last 24 rows 4 times, then buttonhole rows once ... 6 
buttonholes. 

Cont without further buttonholes until band is long enough 
to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts and across back 
neck. Cast off in rib. 

POCKET TOPS — With right side facing, slip sts from 
stitch-holder on to a 3.75 (No 9) Needle so that right side 
will be facing. 

Using M, knit 1 row. 

Work 9 rows rib as for Vest beg with a 2nd row. Cast off 
loosely in rib. 

MAKE UP. With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, 
press lightly. Using back-stitch, join sleeve seams. Sew 
in sleeves. Sew on front band and buttons. Slip stitch 
pocket linings and pocket tops in position. Press seams. 


Make this tension check. 

Take the needles and yarn specified in the 
instructions, cast on 40 stitches and knit a square in 
stocking stitch. Check the tension very accurately by 
placing a tape measure or rule across the centre of 
your work and marking 10 centimetres with a pin at 
each end. Count the number of stitches between the 
pins. 

If you have too many stitches between the pins your 
tension is too firm — try a size larger needle. If you 
have too few stitches between the pins your tension 
is too loose — try a size smaller needle. 


If you need to change your needle size to obtain the 
correct tension in stocking stitch, you must also 
make corresponding alterations, (i.e. larger or 
smaller needles) to all needle sizes mentioned in the 
instructions. It should be noted that even if the 
needle size needs to be changed to achieve the 
correct tension, it will make no difference to the 
length of time required to complete your garment, 
as you will still be working with the same number of 
stitches.
